Retail soending 
at malls boosts 
sleepy economy

WASHINGTON — Retailers rang 
up a 0.6 percent increase in sales in 
January, the biggest in eight months, 
the Commerce Department said 
Thursday in a report suggesting the 
consumer may be ready to help refire 
the economy. 

“Consumers are heading to the 
malls to shop again,” said John M. 
Albertine, head of a Washington eco- 
nomic forecasting firm. 

“T think this says we have reached 
the bottom in consumer sentiment 
and spending, and things should be- 
gin to move up slowly,” agreed 
economist Cynthia Latta of DRI-Mc- 
Graw-Hill, a Lexington, Mass., fore- 
casting service. 

A second report, from the Labor 
Department, showed that new claims 
for unemployment insurance posted 
their second straight decline in the 
week ending Feb. 1, falling 13,000 to 
437,000. 

David Jones, an economist with 
Aubrey G. Lanston & Co., a New 
York securities dealer, said the job- 
less claims report is “among the more 
sensitive indicators of where the 
economy is going. It is a hint of better 
news.” 

The Bush administration, which 
has watched the president’s approval 
ratings plummet with each new 
gloomy report on the economy, also 


reacted with cautious optimism to the 
new reports. 

Labor Secretary Lynn Martin said 
the jobless report could be “an early 
signal that the economy and the labor 
market are posed for improvement” 
and that the retail sales advance may 
be providing “additional confirmation 
that the worst is behind us. 

“It is not time for fireworks,” she 
said, “but these are positive signs.” 

Some analysts said the better-than- 
expected reports could reduce 
chances the Federal Reserve will fur- 
ther ease credit to ensure the eco- 
nomic revival. 

Susan Phillips, one of two new Fed 
governors, repeated assurances of 
other top Fed officials that the central 
bank is prepared to move further if 
economic growth and measures of 
consumer confidence do not improve. 

But she told a group of banking ex- 
ecutives in Washington on Thursday 
that positive signals in the economy 
now outweigh the negative ones and 
that this was “helping to lay the 
groundwork for sustained economic 
expansion.” 

The Commerce Department report 
also showed retail sales were better in 
the previous two months than first 
thought. It revised December’s origi- 
nally estimated 0.4 percent decline to 
a 0.1 percent gain and said sales in 
November were unchanged rather 
than down 0.5 percent. 


Utah Senate considers 
ban on public smoking

“No Smoking.” That’s the message 


the Utah State 
Senate sent 
Wednesday as a 
Senate subcom- 
mittee unani- 
mously —_ recom- 


mended. a bill to 
outlaw smoking in 
restaurants. 

The bill, spon- 
sored by Lyle Hil- 
leyard, R-Logan, 
would give new 
strength to Utah’s 
Clean Air Act by making it a class C 
misdemeanor to smoke in many public 
areas and ban all smoking in restau- 
rants. “This is a nationwide trend,” 
Hilleyard said. Aspen, Colo., has sim- 
ilar laws banning smoking and smok- 
ing is prohibited on many interstate 
flights, he said. 

Opponents say it would hurt their 
businesses and infringe upon the 
rights of smokers. 

It is against the law in Utah to 
smoke in most public areas including 
theaters, dance halls, hotels and wait- 
ing rooms unless smoking and non- 
smoking areas have been clearly des- 
ignated. 


However, a person caught smoking 
in these areas can only be fined. This 
bill would increase the penalty to a 
maximum of 30 days in jail and a $500 
fine, 

Hilleyard said 
that by increas- 
ing the penalty to 
a misdemeanor, 
businesses will 
have to get seri- 
ous about obey- 
ing this law. 

John Best, 
manager of Regal 
Lanes on Univer- 
sity Avenue in 
Provo, said most 
bowling lane proprietors will lose a lot 
of customers. 

However, Best said he felt that 
bowling “needs to stay in touch” with 
current health-conscious trends in 
sports. Based on his own survey, Best 
said a majority of customers want 
smoke-free bowling lanes. 

John Bailey, manager of Burns 
Bros. Inc.— an Orem truck stop — 
didn’t like the bill. “I feel that non- 
smokers of this country are infringing 
on the rights of smokers,” he said. 

Hilleyard’s bill, if passed, would 
not go into effect until Oct. 1, 19938. 
Hilleyard expects other states to pass 
similar laws within a year or two. 
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S. California rainstorms 
among worst of century

LOS ANGELES — Homeowners 
and emergency crews battered by 
this week’s floods, among the worst of 
the century, beefed up their defenses 
Thursday as a big new Pacific storm 
loomed, drawing energy and mois- 
ture from the tropics. 

The storms that hit Southern Cali- 
fornia beginning Sunday have 
dumped more than a foot of rain in 
some areas, killed at least seven peo- 
ple and swamped homes, businesses, 
streets and highways. 

Four people were missing. Prelimi- 
nary damage estimates in Los Ange- 
les County alone topped $7.6 malion 
following the storms. 

The region got a chance to catch up 
a little Thursday during spells of sun- 
shine as remnants of the latest storm 
front rolled through the Los Angeles 
area with thunder and lightning. 

Rainfall totals for the 24 hours end- 


ing Thursday afternoon included a lit- 
tle more than an inch at San 
Bernardino and nearly an inch at San 
Diego. 

Funnel clouds were reported along 
the central coast and in the San 
Joaquin Valley as the unstable air 
moved through the state, the Na- 
tional Weather Service reported. 
There were no reports of damage. 

‘We're getting ready for the next 
big push,” said Bob Collis, spokesman 
for the Los Angeles Fire Depart- 
ment. 

The Los Angeles Unified School 
District, the nation’s second largest 
school district, canceled Friday 
classes for nearly 600,000 students. 
The district called it “a prudent com- 
mon sense precaution.” 

Meteorologists said the storms’ 
strength and heavy rain resulted 
from EK] Nino, the sporadic warming 
of surface water in the eastern Pacific 
that generates strong thunderstorms 


over the equator. 

The jet stream can funnel that en- 
ergy and moisture northward to fuel 
storms like the one expected to hit by 
late Friday with the potential for an 
additional 3 to 5 inches of rain. 

And yet another storm farther out 
to sea was forecast by Tuesday. 

Monday’s storm was the worst that 
might be expected in any 100-year 
period, said Rick Leifield, assistant 
chief of engineering for the Los Ange- 
les District of the Army Corps of En- 


gineers. 
Residents of coastal, canyon and 
suburban neighborhoods con- 


structed, rebuilt and reinforced sand- 
bag canals and barriers to protect 
property from more high water and 
mudslides. 

Raw sewage from overloaded 
treatment plants contaminated a 70- 
mile stretch of Los Angeles County 
beaches, which were closed by health 
officials.

Democrats offer soak-the-rich tax cuts 

WASHINGTON — Democrats on the House Ways and Means Committee 
began lining up Thursday behind a soak-the-rich tax cut for the middle class 
that also includes part of the capital-gains tax reduction demanded by Presi- 
dent Bush. 

“It’s clear to us we have a document we'll be able to come together on,” Rep. 
Jim Moody, D-Wis., told reporters after Democrats on the tax-writing panel 
ended a day of closed-door deliberations. “This is going to be a tax reduction 
for most Americans,” especially those at middle income levels, he said. 

“You can bet your life we’ll be in the 92nd percentile of approval when we 
come out with this tax package,” said Rep. Dan Rostenkowski, D-IIl., chair- 
man of the full committee. 

At the White House, reporters told Bush as he left the Oval Office that the 
Democrats had come up with a soak-the-rich plan. The president cringed in 
mock alarm, but made no comment. His spokesman, Marlin Fitzwater, said, 
“It’s the same old tax and spend Democrats.” 

Committee members said the emerging bill is likely to be centered around a 
measure Rostenkowski introduced last year: a tax credit of $200 for the vast 
majority of wage earners or $400 for a couple this year and next. 

Some members are pushing instead for a middle-class plan that would 
convert the existing personal exemption into a credit, which would be a 
greater benefit to lower-income families and less for the well-to-do. 


Military dispute threatens future of CIS 


MOSCOW — President Boris Yeltsin may form a Russian army this week if 
the former Soviet states don’t accept unified military control, his aides said 
Thursday, stepping up pressure on the eve of the commonwealth’s third 
summit. 

Leaders of the 11-member Commonwealth of Independent States began 
gathering in Minsk, Belarus, for a difficult two-day meeting that leaders hope 
will resolve the divisive military disputes threatening the association’s future. 

Military schisms afflicting the 9-week-old commonwealth already have hurt 
the coordination of economic reforms in the former Soviet Union and thrown 
doubt on hopes for a harmonious alliance. 

“Russia stated more than once that it was not going to form its armed forces 
first. But after the Minsk meeting, that will be the moment for us to declare 
formation of the Russian army,” said former Soviet Col. Gen. Dmitri 
Volkogonoy, now Yeltsin’s top defense adviser. Moldovian President Mircea 
Snegur said the “commonwealth is not long-lasting.” 


Avalanche takes lives of 4 Utah skiers 


MOAB — Rescuers trudged back down southeastern Utah’s rugged snow- 
packed mountains late Thursday, forced by a snowstorm to scrap efforts to 
recover the bodies of four skiers killed in an avalanche. 

“We haven't been able to get into the area because of the weather,” said San 
Juan County Sheriff Claude Lacey. “We are hopeful of a break in the storm in 
the morning.” 

Three men and a woman, members of a volunteer Forest Service avalanche 
survey team, died late Wednesday near Geyser Pass, about 20 miles southeast 
of Moab. Two other members of the six-person unit escaped, said Chief Moab 
District Ranger Jerry Shaw. 

Shaw identified the dead, all Moab residents, as Mark Yates, no age avail- 
able, a contract avalanche forecaster for the past four years with the Forest 
Service; William V. Turk, 38; Jeremy Hopkins, 26; and Maribel Loveridge, 31 
— the only woman on the team. 

Two of the Forest Service volunteers — Craig Bigler and Steve Meleski — 
dug themselves out and freed the other four from the snow, but not before they 
apparently suffocated. 


Kids not profiting from breakfast program 


SALT LAKE CITY — Utah districts should be taking advantage of a 
federal program offering school breakfasts to needy children, the executive 
director of Utahns Against Hunger said Thursday. 

Steve Johnson reacted to a national study released Thursday by the Food 
Research and Action Center that shows Utah as having the lowest percentage 
of schools participating in the federal government’s breakfast program. 

The study shows of the 89,000 U.S. schools offering school lunch in 1991, 49 
percent also offered breakfast. 

But in Utah only 101 out of 716 schools that offer lunch also offer breakfast. 

Nutritionists say that children who skip breakfast have shorter attention 
spans, poor motor skills and are unable to concentrate.

Ex-U.S. attorney general headed to U.N. 


WASHINGTON — Former Attorney General Dick Thornburgh on Thurs- 
day accepted a top administrative job at the United Nations and promised to 
help make the world body more efficient in the post-Cold War era. 

As undersecretary general for administration and management, Thorn- 
burgh will oversee the U.N. budget and bureaucracy. He was recommended 
for the job by President Bush and will start March 1. 

Thornburgh, 60, said he was looking forward to assisting U.N. Secretary 
General Boutros Boutros-Ghali “in his stated goal of streamlining and improv- 
ing the efficiency of the United Nations. 

“Clearly the U.N. is poised in the Cold War era, to play a more important 
role than ever before in securing global peace and promoting economic and 
social progress throughout the world,” he said. 

Thornburgh, a former two-term Pennsylvania governor, lost a Senate race 
in Pennsylvania last fall to Democrat Harris Wofford. He served in the Reagan 
and Bush administrations for three years.

Utahns may get money 
from Mountain Fuel

Mountain Fuel may be paying $135 
million in overcharges to residents 
this year. 

On Feb. 7 the Utah Public Service 
Commission heard testimony from 
the Committee of Consumer Services 
concerning the contract Mountain 
Fuel held with Questar, its gas sup- 
plier and corporate affiliate in 1991 
and 1992. 

The Committee of Consumer Ser- 
vices is a state agency charged to rep- 
resent consumers in utility matters 
before the UPSC. 

The overcharges relate to excess 
natural gas costs paid by Mountain 
Fuel to Questar. “Aside from its own 
gas supply, Mountain Fuel bought all 
of its natural gas from Questar 
Pipeline,” said Lee Hogan, chairman 
of the CCS. Hogan said Mountain 
Fuel could have purchased cheaper 
sources for natural gas from other 
companies. 

“Had Mountain Fuel purchased the 
lower cost gas during 1991, it would 
have charged Utah ratepayers $61 
million less than it actually charged,” 
he said. 

For 1991, the committee is recom- 
mending the UPSC order Mountain 
Fuel to refund $61 million of unneces- 
sary purchased gas costs the company 
paid to Questar. The committee also 
wants ratepayers to be spared $33 
million of excess gas costs Mountain 
Fuel is requesting for the Jan.-June 
1992 period. 

If the UPSC agrees with the com- 
mittee, ratepayers could expect re- 
funds totaling $135, $90 for 1991 and 
$45 for 1992. Future gas cost rates 
would be reduced 54 cents a de- 
catherm to prevent future gas cost 
overcharges to consumers. 

In its most recent general rate 
case, Mountain Fuel was ordered by 
the UPSC to obtain natural gas sup- 
plies at the lowest price without re- 
gard to corporate structure or the 
needs of its corporate parent and affil- 
iates. 

In the testimony filed Feb. 7, CCS 
expert Richard Galligan said based on 
his investigation Mountain Fuel had 
not been purchasing the least expen- 
sive supplies of fuel. “During the peri- 
ods of review, Mountain Fuel’s gas 
acquisitions were not consistent with 
the least cost standard,” he said.

today’s market price, Hogan said. 
The high-cost fuel is then sold to 
Mountain Fuel which in turn passes 
the high costs on to its retail 
ratepayers, he said. “This arrange- 
ment helps Questar avoid take-or-pay 
cost penalties it would otherwise in- 
cur on its high-cost contracts.” 

The committee believes the pur- 
chase of high-cost gas supplies from 
its affiliate violates Mountain Fuel’s 
obligation to its ratepayers to obtain 
natural gas at the lowest price avail- 
able, Hogan said.

Nun tells students 
to work for peace

Mother Stephanie Wilson, Mother 
Superior of the Roman Catholic 
Church’s Ursuline Order, told the 
Honors Student Council Forum 
Thursday that the quest for world 
peace is everyone’s responsibility. 

Mother Wilson is visiting from 
Rome, Italy. 

“There will not be peace until we 
passionately want peace, and that 
peace is the responsibility of all. It 
does not just happen,” she said. 

Mother Wilson said the way to 
peace is understanding each others’ 
cultures. “All cultures are equal and 
interdependent,” she said. “We 
should have pride in our own culture 
and be able to see the positive and 
negative in any culture. 

“It is possible to live in peace de- 
spite cultural difference. It is not 
easy, but possible,” she said. 

Mother Wilson said the purpose of 
the Ursuline Order is to provide edu- 
cation to everyone, particularly those 
who otherwise would not have re- 


ceived an education. The Order has a 
particular mission to reach immi- 
grants, blacks and Hispanics. 

The order focuses on wives and 
mothers and development of the per- 
son. A main part of their education is 
teaching faith, culture and morals. 

The Ursuline Order has established 
a shelter in Wilmington, Del., for 
homeless people, Mother Wilson said. 
In New York they have schools that 
teach people to understand various 
cultures. 

Mother Wilson was born in New 
York City and has taught at many 
schools in New York. She took her 
vows in 1960. 

She came to speak at BYU at the 
request of Susan Kabir, a senior ma- 
joring in French, from Alexandria 
Va., and chair of the Honor Student 
Council Forum. 

The Ursuline Order was founded in 
1535 in northern Italy. It consists of 
3,500 Catholic Nuns dedicated to in- 
creasing the education of women 
worldwide. The Order came to North 
America in 1639 to educate the Indi- 
ans.

fair, avoiding stereotyping and bias, 
keeping confidences and dealing 
with conflicts of interest, he said. 

“T don’t give answers, I just ask 
good questions to guide journalists 
to make their own decisions. Our 
goal is to provide a framework for 
ethical decision-making,” he said. 

To accomplish this goal, he said, 
journalists must learn to recognize 
and understand ethical situations 
and to develop the skills necessary to 
weigh competing alternatives and 
choose the best one. 

There are times when journalists 
cannot avoid causing harm, he said. 
Just as a doctor must give shots that 


hurt in order to protect, the jour- 
nalist has a responsibility to inform 
the public even when this may 
cause pain. 

For example, in covering 
tragedies the journalist must de- 
cide whether to approach grieving 
families or to honor their right to 
privacy, Steele said. A family who 
lost a son in the Persian Gulf War 
may have something important to 
say about the war and whether 
they support it or not. 

The public interest is served in 
approaching this family in their 
time of grief, but it would not be 
served in approaching a family 
whose child drowned. 

Another dilemma is being of- 
fered gifts, which Steele said a 
journalist should never accept. 
Journalists who accept even small 
ones put themselves on a “slippery 
slope,” because small gifts lead to 
larger-ones, he saids, \; iia 

Accepting. gifts redites a jaaie 
nalist’s independencé as it colprs 
the decision on how to write a 
story, Steele said. 

On another subject he said, “I 
think it is wrong for journalists to 
go undercover.” However, on occa- 
sions when the information is im- 
portant to the public and there is no 
other way to get it, going under- 
cover may be justified, he said. 

For example, in order to expose 
a clinic giving abortions to women 
who were not pregnant, a journal- 
ist posed as a patient. 

She was told she was pregnant 
even though she had given male 
urine for the pregnancy test. The 
information gained may have saved 
lives, Steele said.

A new film by BYU students and 
volunteers will be playing at the Un- 
derground Images student film festi- 
val tonight during Friday Night Live. 

The 18-minute movie, “Der Vetter” 
was filmed at the LDS Motion Picture 
Studio and was produced over the last 
two years. 

“Der Vetter” is the drama of two 
cousins forced to fight against each 
other during the last week of World 
War II. Set in Bavaria in the 1940’s, 
the film comments on the cruelty and 
irony of war from a soldier’s perspec- 
tive. 

The producer and director, Michael 
VanWagenen, a senior majoring in 
history from San Marino, Calif., 
earned three credits for the project, 


although the film represents over 
1000 hours of his time. 

The other 30 participants in the 
project volunteered their time as cast 
and crew, earning only valuable 
hands-on experience for their re- 
sumes. 

“T got the idea for the film from a 
friend of mine in LA. He is the son of 
German immigrants whose older 
brother fought for Germany during 
World War II. 

"Years after the war, he pulled out 
some maps at a family reunion and 
discovered that he and his brother 
fought against each other,” said Van 
Wagenen.

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Haiti resumes negotiations with OAS

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti — 
Haiti’s Senate on Thursday agreed to 
resume talks with the Organization of 
American States about creating a 
government that could work for the 
return of ousted President Jean- 
Bertrand Aristide. 

After a three-week suspension in 
talks, the Senate resolved to create a 
three-man negotiating team that 
would join with a similar team from 
the House of Deputies in talks with 
the OAS. 


An attack Thursday on the home of 
Rene Theodore, who would be prime 
minister under a new government 
proposed by Aristide, underscored 
the difficulty of getting the military to 
accept Aristide’s return. 

Bernard Aronson, the assistant 
secretary of state, said in a speech 
Wednesday that economic sanctions 
against Haiti were not working, and 
said the OAS may have to consider 
forming a multilateral peacekeeping 
force to deal with such crises. 

Aristide has rejected many parlia- 
ment decisions and demanded that 


Raoul Cedras be sacked and even 
prosecuted for leading the Sept. 30 
coup. 

Aristide, the country’s first demo- 
cratically elected president, was 
driven out after less than eight 
months in office. His brief presidency 
followed years of instability that came 
after the fall of the 29-year Duvalier 
family dictatorship in 1986. 

The House has pushed for a plan, 
backed by the Organization of Ameri- 
can States, to name a compromise 
prime minister who would work for 
Aristide’s eventual return.

WASHINGTON — The Civil War 
ironclad, the USS Monitor, is disinte- 
grating rapidly in its grave off Cape 
Hatteras, N.C., according to a part- 
time underwater explorer who wants 
to return to the 130-year-old wreck. 

The National Oceanic and Atmo- 
spheric Administration and a rival ex- 
plorer agreed Thursday that the Mon- 
itor is deteriorating. They said the 
235-foot-deep relic is in no danger of 
collapsing within a decade, as diver 
Peter E. Hess claimed at a govern- 
ment hearing on his application. 

“The corrosion and disintegration 
caused by time and salt water con- 
tinue, but at a snail’s pace,” said 
NOAA spokesman Brian Gorman. “I 
don’t think any marine archaeologist 
would think it is going to be a totally 
unrecoverable bucket of iron in 5 to 10 
years.”
